His Excellency oxplained that of the eum 
borrowed for "the Praya works there waa 
being repaid annually, as suggested by the 
Seorstary of State, $9,000, ao that in 8 years 
the sum will have been repaid, With, 
regard to the sum of over $600,000 at 
the crodit of the Colony, thore were, as they 
were aware, certain public works impending.

of thé Secretary of Stete. Owing to the 
| preasure of ‘work on the Praya, the Sur- 
veyor General in his absence very 
properly asked. the Administrator to 
suspend the instructions, which the Admi- 
nistrator very properly did. He had-not 
yet in fact got the plans of either of these 
schemes, These were, however, impending 
works which would to somo extent absorb 
some of the surplus balances, The now 
Gaol would probably be erected on Gov- 
ernment ground, ‘namely at Stonecutters’ 
Island, which would cost them nothing, and 
as.tho site the present Goal ocoupied was

Hon, Mr Keswick asked whether the 


d| Special Fund under Ordinance No. 10 of 


1867 had been augmented slnce last year. 

His Excellency replied in the affirmative. 
There was an actual increase going on 
every year. Tho C. D. Commission re- 
ported that there had been s surplus of 
$100,000 received from the liconses, &o., 
since the Brothel Ordinance was passed. 
A question was put about this matter in 
the House of Commons by Sir H. Austin ; 
the despatches concorning it the hon. mem. 
bera had ‘before them; ‘The Seorotary, of 
State instructed him to ascertain whether 
or not the revenue derived from that or- 
dinance reached anything like the figure 
quoted by. that member of Parliament,— 
$50,000. He sent the roport of the 
Commission in answer and also an explana- 
tion by the Treasurer and the Registrar 
General, who had had a deal to do with the 
ordinance. They showed -that clause 66 
had not been carried out, Thero was no 
doubt the law of the Colony had been 
violated by no fund belng formed, as was 
distinctly laid down in the ordinance. 
This was the more remarkable as he saw 
from the records of the day that the Legis- 
lature only consented unwillingly to this 
provision of the ordinance, and that atrictly 
on the condition, which wos plainly enough 
embodied in the ordinance, that the revenue 
of the Colony and the monoy received 
from licences should be kept strictly apart, 
Mr Caldwell when dealing with them kept 
separate accounts, .Mr Smith appeared to 
thiok that Sir Hercules Robinson gave 
gome authority for amalgamating that 
money with the general revenue of the 
Colony; but sesing that Sir Hercules 
Robinson was not the Governor of the 
Colony at the “time, he could hardly -be 
blamed for that violation of the law. Now 
the funds arising from this- ordinance 
were dealt with separately, and from 
them the expenditure under the ordinance 
was paid, There could be no doubt that 
$100,000 was wrongly included in the 
general funds of the Colony. 

. The Chief Justice ssid he could not 
believe without very good authority that 
Sir Hercules Robinson gave any approval 
of tho amalgamation of the two funds. He 
remembered Sir Hercules expressing to him 
his strong approval of the provision of the 
ordinance which established a special fund. 

To answer to a question from the Hon. 


Mr Ryria, 

His Excellency sald the $100,000 was not 
the whole money received for licenses &o., 
but the profit. The figures wera furnished 
on estimates from the Governmont records 
to the Commission.. The period was from 
the passing of the ordinance up. to Jaly 
last year. 

The Hon, the Colonial Treasurer, (Mr 
Tonnochy) as one who had charge of 
the. Registrar_General’s part of the work 
for some considerable time, sald he might 
throw some light on the subject of the 
$100,000. It was expected at first that the 
fees would cover the, expenditure of the 
Department, but no calculation was made 
of the fines, which for the first few years

The Acting Attorney General said that 


alnce last meeting he had gone carefully 
into this Ordinance and had dally re- 
drafted some of ita provisions, Ho believed 
it, would now meet the wants of the Opium 
Farmer, and gave the Magistates power to 
inflict such fines as would deter offenders 
from contravening the law. He had ha 
the advice.of Mr Justice Francis and had 
only thia morning redrafted the firat three 
‘Sectiona ; ‘he believed it was now more 
workable and satisfactory. ' Sections 2 and 
6 of Ordinance No. 1 of 1879 were repealed. 
The firat was ambiguous and impracticable 
By the repeal of the other, Sect, 8 of ‘the 
old ordinance was left as it was. That 


had relation to the checks upon the out- 


going Farmer preventing bim from running 
the farm to waste duricg the latter part of 
his lease and: handing over a property 
worthless for a considerable time to come 
to his successor, The certificate of tho 
outgoing farmer would ‘be null and void as 
against the new farmer three daya after 
the farm changed hands; notices to that 


effect would be given on each certificate ; 


in English and Chinese; the holder was 
made liable as {f he had no certificate.. The 
fines were increased from $250 to $600 for 
the first offence, from $600 to $100) for 
the second ; the same penalties were prov 
vided contravention of avy or conditionst he 
Governor in Council might pasa and pro- 
claim.

Could not the 
same improvement be made here and a 
definite thing be fixed? « 

The Acting Attorney General ssid this 
was provided for by the arbitration clauses. 

The Chief Justice thought there would 
be difficulties in the way of tbe question 
of what was ‘‘usual” being decided by 
arbitration. . 

Hon. Mr Ryrie and Hon, Mr Keswick 
agreed that there wonld be no difficulty 
in getting evidence and arriving at a fair 
eatimate ; at all events, the means of pro- 
tecting both parties provided by the ordin- 
ance was better than fixing a definite limit 
as consumption varied so greatly, ‘ 

Tho Chief Justice expressed himself satia- 
fied {f only the Attorney General would 
insert the words “the arbitration award 
to be final.” : ‘ 

The Acting Attorney General assented. 
The next point was with regard to searching 
ships entering the port having on board, as 
there was feasonable ground for believing, 
smuggled opiuw. -.The Singapore Or- 
dinance went further than he proposed to 
do, for their Ordinance allowed them to 
confiecate the ships. Confiscating vessela 
was avery serlous thiag, and he did not 
‘beliove His Excellency would desire to go 
so far as that. Tke Singapore Ordinance, 
gave to the police, no man under the rank 
of a Sergeant, power to board auch veasels, 
Here the harbour wasso nearthe Central Sta- 
tion he proposed only to. give the powers to 
the Inspectors. By another ordinauce, 
dated-aa far back as 1846, every Inspector 
was empowered to board any vessel in the 
harbour; and the clause would be embodied 
here with the special connection of search- 
ing for opium. 

The Chief Justice said all ships of war 
were excluded} and the Messageries ateam- 
ers had the status of ships. of.war. aS 

The Attorney General said the whole 
question had been re-discussed, and he 
would be most happy to show His Honor 
the case in a recent number of ths 
Law Reports. The next point was with 
regard to arresting on suspicion. There 
had been. some doubt on this point 
which a special clause would remove, 
Offences against this ordinance were mis- 
demeanoars, and as a pre proposi- 
tion police constables had the power to 
arrest any person they had reasonable 
ground to suspect of a ~misdemeanour. 
Of course if a constable maliciously or 
wantonly arrested any person he render- 
ed—himself- liable -to-the - penalties-of-the 
Law. Another clause gave the Magistrate 
power to deal with one half of the fine im- 
posed ~in--any-case,--It had beesi-usual 
toaward half of the fine to-the Opium 
Farmer only when he was virtually the 
prosecutor. In the event of any police 
officer belong the- means of arres:ing 
any person contravening this law it would 
be in the Magistrate’s power to award 
him half: of any small” fine, subject 
to any instructions that might be laid down 
on the point -by His Excellency. In all 
cases half the fine would g° to the Opiam 
Farmer. -There was nothing in the Bill in- 
volving any new principle ; it was purely 
a measure providing for the better admin- 
istration of the existing law; its purpose 
was to protect the opium farmer, whe paid- 
Government # large revenue, and might-be 
passed even without reference to the Home 
Government.

SUPREME COURT.

CHARGE OF LARCENY AND REGEIVING: 
‘PRISONER ACQUITTED. ; 

Chong Lam Taai was charged with baving 
with other persons unknown, on the 19th 
August last, stolen, from a dwelling houre 
at Yow-mab-ti, a box containing money, 
clothes &. to the value of $26, the property 
of Tau Ating, a butcher, and on a second 
count with’-having in his possession a 
drawer and certain account books. and 
written papers, well knowing, when he 
recoived the same, that they had beon 
stolen. 

The following jurora were empannelled 
to try the case, the prisoner pleading 
not guilty:—Messrs W. Manson, J. A. 
Ahimann, 8. M. Munro, J. Juster, F. A. 
Rozario, F. Jorge and J. H. Smith. 

The case was one of limited intoreat. 
The point for the jury was the trnstwortht- 
ness of the evidence of the man from whom 
the box was stolen, as to the identity of 
the prisoner, who was not apprehended till 
the 27th Oot., some ten weeks after the 
larceny. The man to whom the goods 
belonged had gone out for a couple of 
hours ; thoge he left in the house he found 
asleep when he camo back. His box waa 
missing. Instead of going to tho Police 
Station or waking his friends, the wronged 
owner of the $26 worth lighted a candle, 
(it was late at night) and putting it ina 
Ubinese lantern, wandered abroad, on a 
very different mission to that on which 
Diogenes started with his lantern, Our 
hero found that thieves were more easy to 
meet with than honest .men, for witbin 
half an hour he came upon three men 
sitting down with a drawer betwoon them 
belonging to the missing box and some 
books and papers belonging to him; they 
were examining the papers, end made off 
when they-saw him. The books and papers 
which they left behind were the only part 
of the stolen goods recovered. The pri- 
soner was apprehended at Hung-ham on 
the 27th October, when he denied the 
charge. He now reiterated his denial and 
desired to swear his innocence over the 
cutting off of a cock’s head. There were 
no witnesses against him, he said, save 
this one man, and the charge had 
been falsely laid against him. He 
had he voluntarily stated -héen several 
times in jail. There was no evidence asto 
how the prisoner cume to be suspected of 
this particular larceny. He was appre- 
hended by a constable acting under the 
lnspector’s instructions and w-s not pointed 
out.by the man who lost hisbox, Nor was 
it shown how nor where that man firet 
“identified” the prisoner. Inspector 
Cameron being appealed to by the prisoner 
and asked whether he had not known him 
88 a workman.for a long time at You-mah- 
ti, significantly said be had never known him 
as @ workman, The Jury were at first 
divided, 5 for ‘ not guilty,” 2 for “ guilty,” 
and although a verdict of 4 to 3 is as good 
43 apy other, the Judge told them to retire 
and reconsider the matter. They did so 
and came back with the verdict that’ they. 
unanimously. gave the prisoner the benefit 
of the doubt, and found bim not guilty_on |
